Drought: 

Sweltering heat and cloud- 

less skies continue as 

China's capital suffers the 
worst drought of the century. Author- 
ities warned residents to reduce 
water consumption. Beijing “is 
rapidly reaching water scarcity and 
facing limits to further economic 
development due to the 18-month 
drought,” Teng Shutang, general- 
engineer of the Municipal Water 
Resources Bureau, told the official 
China Daily. Teng said the capital 
has been relying on limited supplies 
stored in its two largest reservoirs, 
which are fed only by annual rain- 
fall. 


Monsoon Relief 

Showers from the advanc- 

ing southwest monsoon 

brought welcome elief 
from a searing three-week heat 
wave that had baked much of the 
Indian subcontinent since late May. 
More than 400 died from heatstroke 
and other related health problems In 
India and Pakistan during the spell 
of sweltering heat. In Delhi, maxi- 
mum temperatures reached 91 
degrees following the showers, a 
drop of 21 degrees from the previ- 
ous week. Government meteorolo- 
gists warned that there would be 
several more days of extremely hot 
weather before the main monsoon 
rains arrive at the end of June. 


Meteor 

An unusually large piece of 
extraterrestrial stone lit up 
@ the Quebec sky and 
caused an eerie whistling sound 
before it crashed into the ground 
near a herd of cows about 60 miles 
north of Montreal. Stephan Forcier 
of St. Robert found a grapefruit-size 
fragment of the meteorite in his field 
after his cows gathered around the 
foot-deep hole where it landed. 
Thousands of meteors enter the 
earth's atmosphere each day, but 
most disintegrate before impact. 


Death Valley, 
California 


Eruption 
SS Gamalama Volcano on the 
eastern Indonesian island 
of Ternate erupted with a 
plume of debris, but caused no dam- 
age or injuries. The 5,626-foot 
mountain showered several villages 
with ash and dust, and so severely 
reduced visibility that aviation offi- 
cials canceled several flights. 
Gamalama erupted several times 
during the 1980s, each time forcing 
the evacuation of nearby villages. 


Earthquakes 


Aftershocks continued to 
ES rumble beneath Colombia 
and Bolivia _ following 
destructive temblors that caused 
widespread damage during the pre- 
vious week. Parts of Southern Cali- 
fornia were jolted by major after- 
shocks of the Landers and 
Northridge earthquakes. 
Earth movements also were felt 
insouthern Iran, Tajikistan, Bali, and 
southern Luzon Island. 


South Pole, 
Antarctica 


Still Testing 
China exploded an under- 
| ground nuclear bomb at 
the country's atomic test 
site in the Lop Nor Desert of Xinjiang 
Province on June 10. Beijing pro- 
vided no official announcement of 
how strong the blast was, or exactly 
when it was conducted. Several 
nations condemned China for not 
observing a moratorium on nuclear 
testing that began following the last 
U.S. explosion in 1992. 


Northern Fires 


Lightning strikes sparked 
PY fires in interior Alaska’s 

spruce forests parched by 
around-the-clock arctic daylight and 
hot late-spring days. More than 400 
firefighters worked to control 16 
blazes that were threatening prop- 
erty or towns. The most serious fire 
covered 4,000 acres near McGrath, 
a town of about 500 located on the 
Kuskokwim River, 250 miles south- 
west of Fairbanks.

Uganda fish exports are 

beginning to recover from 
[<I a slump that occurred fol- 
lowing the drifting of about 10,000 
corpses into Lake Victoria from 
neighboring war-torn Rwanda. 
According to the local Kampala daily 
The Topic, major buyers from Ger- 
many, the U.S., and Israel have 
renewed their orders after a micro- 
biological survey by the World 
Health Organization found no evi- 
dence of contamination of the lake’s 
water, or its marine life. Victims of 
the genocide in Rwanda spilled 
down the Kagera River and began 
to appear on Lake Victoria’s shores 
in late April. Local officials canceled 
earlier directives that required con- 
sumers to cook fish from the lake for 
at least 30 minutes.

Floods of Summer 


The floodwaters of four 

major rivers in southern 

China started to recede 
late in the week, but floods contin- 
ued to threaten the Pearl River 
Delta. The official Xinhua News 
Agency reported that more than 760 
people died in the inundations 
around the country, hundreds of 
thousands of homes were 
destroyed, and the lives of 20 mil- 


lion people disrupted. The levels of |. 


the Xi Jiang, Bei Jiang, Xiang Jiang, 
and Gan Jiang rivers had risen to 
their highest, or second highest lev- 
els, since 1949. 

Flash flooding from the onset of 
monsoon rains stranded 50,000 
people in southeastern Bangladesh 
after torrents rushed down the 


Rangamati hills, submerging 300 | 


villages. In the western Indian state 
of Gujarat, 44 people died in their 
homes when monsoon downpours 
collapsed the structures. 


Killer Bees 

The expected invasion of 
#1 the southern United States 
by Africanized “killer bees” 
has stalled, and some experts say 
the assault may be running out of 
biological steam. The insects were 
predicted to reach the deserts of 
Southern California and Houston, 
Texas, this summer, but their 
advance across the Americas, 
which started from Brazil in 1957, 
may have reached its northernmost 
point. Scientists believe the genetic 
strain of the newly arrived bees may 
not be strong enough to overwhelm 
the resident bees, which are of Euro- 
pean origin. This would be similar to 
what happened to the bees when 
they reached Buenos Aires in 1975. 
North of the Argentine capital, wild 
bees have remained strongly 
Africanized. To the south, the mat- 
ing of the invading insects with the 
native bee population seemed to 
have little effect on offspring’s 
behavior.

June Heat 


- High heat returned to sev-

weather. In addition to the human 
toll, the heat was responsible for the 
deaths of hundreds of domestic and 
wild animals. 


One of the 10 warmest springs 
on record in the western U.S. turned 
into an unbearably hot summer for 
parts of the Midwest and East. High 
heat and humidity, combined with 
plummeting air quality, sent many of 
the region's residents to hospitals.

Cat Cancer 


A British animal-welfare 
| organization warned cat 
owners to protect their ani- 


mals with sunscreen to prevent 
them from developing skin cancer 
due to the thinning ozone layer. “I 
recommend using astrong sunblock 
on the cat's ears, though it can affect 
other parts of the cat’s face, like the 
lips,” said Graham Finch, a veteri- 
nary surgeon and spokesman for 
the British Small Animals Veterinary 
Association. Cats with white ears 
can develop tumors so severe that 
they have to be amputated, Finch 
advised. Darker fur seems to protect 
against cancer-causing ultraviolet _ 
light, while pale fur allows the harm- 
ful rays to reach the skin.
